But few have contributed to our lists this past season. Much 
kind assistance has, however, as usual, been given by Mr. G, Potts, 
and a few records have also been supplied by Miss Eleanora Armitage, 
and Messrs. G, M. Furley, H. F. Harries and D. H. Robinson, to all of 
whom we are indebted. 


A very welcome addition to our knowledge of the rich Fungus 
Flora of the County has likewise been most generously given by Mr. 
Carleton Rea, who has collected many varieties, including several 
novelties, lately described by him, in his lately published work entitled 
‘* British Basidiomycetes,” now recognized as the up-to-date standard 
work on the subject. 


It should be one of our future objects to endeavour to confirm 
existing records, especially those mentioned in the Rev. W. A. Leighton’s 
Flora (1841), That work, most thoroughly done, was almost exhaustive 
at the time it was written, but many changes have, naturally, since 
occurred. Increase of building, reclamation of waste-land, and other 
evident causes, make for the extinction of some plants, and appearar.ce 
of others, many being aliens, and now more recognized in our lists than 
was formerly the case.

Potamogeton panermitanus, Biv. Beyn. in Shropshire. 

This plant until late years was always regarded by the Italian 
Botanists as merely a variety of P. pusillus, L. ; until Rev. Hagstrém in 
Neumans’ Sveriges Flora 1901, p. 801, and in his Critical Researches 
in the Potamogetons, 1916, pp. 98-103; discussed the question and 
showed it was a distinct species by a very careful account of it. 

It was mentioned by Prof. Babington in Journal of Botany (1881) 
pp. 9 and 654, by myself in same at 67 and 242, by Macoun in Cat. of 
Canadian Planis (1888) p. 87, and by Rev. Morong in North American 
Naidacee (1893) p. 46 but simply as a var. of pusillus. 

I have for some time as occasion offered, gone through all my 
British pusillus specimens to separate them, I find I have specimens of 
panormitams from the late Mr, Beckwith of Eaton Constantine, from 
Station II, “ Blackmere Mere 1885,” and another, only labelled 
“Salop, 1885. Beckwith.” 

In the living state it is easily separated from pusillus, as the 
stipules (ligules of Hagstré6m) are connate their whole length, while in 
pusillus they are open; the winter-buds or gemme (tusios of Hag- 
strém) are more slender, and the growth is different, the leaves being 
patent, while in pusillus they are at an upward angle, and the colour is 
yellowish-green (rather than the usual green of pusillus) in living plants. 
In Sussex the variety minor occurs of a decided yellow-green, with 
leaves only 0.50 m.m, wide. 

The plant was described in Nouve plante inedite barone Aub. 
Bivoni Bernarvdo publicate del Figlio Andvea, Palermo, 1838. 

J have been unable to see the original description, as neither 
Kew, British Museum, Royal, or Linnean Societies possess it ; although 
Dr, Daydon Jackson, and Mr. Lacaita have helped me in the search. 

At present its distribution is Europe, Africa, N, America, and 
Oceania, 

An hybrid with pusilius is described by Hagstrém, and he gives 
Shropshive 1886, Beckwith, Hevb. Stockholm, but it is very difficult to 
separate. 

As a sort of intermediate state it is described by Ascherson and 
Graebnerin Das Pflanzenseich, Heft, 31 (1907) p. 116 as a sub-species 
of pusillus. ‘

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ZOOLOGY. 


Among the more notable occurrences in 1925 are the records of 
a Swift wintering at Aberdovey, and a Bittern seen and heard booming 
on the Weald Moors as late as mid-April ; whilst a party of ten Pochards 
paid a brief visit to Betton Poolin June. A Turtle Dove reared in a 
nest near Shrewsbury instead of migrating in autumn has spent the 
winter here and comes daily to food put out for the wild birds. Two 
pairs of Pied Flycatchers nested at Stretton, and the Buzzard and Hen 
Harrier again nested in Shropshire, though, unfortunately, several were 
shot. Among the rarer visitors to Shropshire were two Gadwalls at 
Bridgnorth, Hoopoe in the same district, two immature Gannets near 
Shrewsbury. Black Tern at Dowles, and Green Sandpiper near Bridg- 
north, A White Wagtail paired with a Pied one and reared a brood at 
Bridgnorth. 

From North Wales come records of several Black Redstarts at 
Aberdovey in the early and late months of the year. The Little Ow] has 
extended its range westwards to Aberdovey and northwards to Abergele. 
Pochards and Tufted Ducks were seen with young broods in Anglesey : 
a White-billed Northern Diver off the Harlech coast in January; nine 
Pomatorhine Skuas at Criccieth after a gale on May 31; and two 
Garganeys in west Anglesey at the end of July. 

Among Mammals there are records of the Whiskered Bat at 
Dowles and Llandudno, and another of the curious erythristic varieties 
of the Polecat near Aberystwyth. 

White varieties of the Snipe, Wood Pigeon, and Chaffinch were 
obtained.

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ENTOMOLOGY. 


LEPIDOPTERA.—The list of Lepidoptera for 1925 has, with one 
exception, very little of interest. Speaking generally, there were 
comparatively few specimens, even of the commoner varieties. Of the 
earlier varieties, it was generally considered that they were very late. 
Several species, ¢.g. Hastata, Sylvata, Blomeri were not to be found on 
the Wrekin at the usual times and excursions to the Breidden, Pontes- 
bury and Haughmond were comparatively barren. 

Mr, Potts, as usual, has sent a list of specimens noticed in the Benthall 
district. One specimen is worthy of special mention, a curious variety 
of Euclidia mi. (Mother Shipton), a description of which is kindly given 
by Mr. Melvill. 

The usual markings hardly occurring, owing to much greater exten- 
sion of the white ground than usual, It more resembles an extreme 
variety, called Extrema (Haas), native of Amurland and Central 
Asia, where the usual Mother Shipton “‘ face’ presentment is greatly 
reduced, The conspicuous* orbicular stigma, however, very plainly 
given, the hind wings are much whiter than usual. The specimen was 
caught in the afternoon in early June, flying in a grass field near Benthall 
Hall. It looked unusual when in flight, owing to its colour, or want of 
colour.
